LABOR RACKETS 


Two Aids to Attorney 
General Dalton Seek 
Data on Violations of 
Missouri Laws. 


Attorney General John M. 
Dalton has entered actively the 
inquiry into labor racketeering 
in the St. Louis area, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 

Dalton sent two assistants to 
St. Louis last week to confer 
with federal authorities and ob- 
tain all information relative to 
alleged violations of state laws. 

The interim report of the fed- 
eral grand jury, working under 


special assistant attorney gen- 


eral, and his assistant, William 
K. Stanard, made many refer- 
ences to possible irregularities 
which did not involve violation 
of federal laws. 

Dalton’s assistants, Fred How- 
ard and Robert R. Welborn, con- 
ferred at length with federal of- 
ficials with particular emph 
on the affairs of Teamsters Lo- 
cal 688, headed by Harold J. 
Gibbons, who is under indict- 
ment in the federal inquiry. 

State’s Particular Interests. 

Of particular interest to the 
investigators was the federal 
grand jury's reference in its re- 
port to unions “taking the law 
into their own hands like the 
goon squads of many years ago.“ 
Howard and Welborn were also 
particularly interested in man- 
agement of union welfare funds. 

Last year Attorney General 
Dalton made a preliminary sur- 
vey of racketeering conditions 
in the St. Louis area on the 
order of Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, 
who had taken cognizance 
public statements that “labor 
racketeering in this area was 
the worst in the country.” Dal- 
ton sent representatives into 
the area and their reports have 
now reached him, resulting in 
the first direct attempt to make

In a communique on their 
four days of talks, the President 
and Prime Minister did not say 
how or when they intended to 
push the collective defense proj- 
ect.

1. They prodded France to 
get on quickly with approval 
of the proposed European De- 
tense Community and said 
they are determined to make 
West Germany “an equal 
partner” in the western world 

and put German soldiers in 
the western defenses, in any 
case. 

Again, however, they did 
not say how they would go 
about this in case the EDC 
fails. Instead they threw their 
whole weight behind an effort 
to get French approval of 
EDC. 

2. They said they are 
“agreed that both our coun- 
tries would benefit” from 
technical co-operation on 
atomic energy to the fullest 
extent allowed” by United 
States law. 

The communique ran only 
about 400 words—brief as such 
documents go—and the wording 
was relatively vague. 


Policy Declaration Coming. 


However, Eisenhower and 
Churchill also announced: 

„, „„ We discussed the basic 
principles underlying the policy 
of our two countries. An agreed 
declaration setting forth certain 
of these will be made available 
tomorrow.” 

The wording of the com- 
munique statement on southeast 
Asia was in line with advance 
information that Mr. Eisen- 
hower and Sir Winston had not 
succeeded in composing their 
sharp differences over the timing 
of an international conference 
to negotiate a defense treaty. 

The British were reported to 
have held to their insistence 
that Premier Mendes-France’s 
government at Paris must be 
given until its July 20 deadline 
to seek peace in Indochina in 
negotiations with the Reds. Mr. 
Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles re- 
portedly argued that action 
without delay was necessary. 

(The United Press pointed out 
that there was no mention in 
the communique of British For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden's 
proposal to negotiate an “Asian 
Locarno” — a non-aggression 
treaty with the Communists. The 
United States had strongly op- 
posed this idea.) 

Warning to Reds. 

“We are both convinced,” the 
communique said, “that if at 
Geneva the French Government 
is confronted with demands 
which prevent an acceptable 
agreement regarding Indochina, 
the international situation will 
be seriously aggravated.”

The communique appeared to 
reflect the concept of “Asia for 
the Asians” which Chou is pro- 
moting as a means of blocking 
the United States and other 
Western powers from organizing 
defense of Southeast Asia. 

Indochina Key Topic. 

The prime ministers made it 
plain Indochina was their chief 
topic of discussion but they were 
not so clear on what they had 
in mind in Indochina. The key 
passage in the communique said 
only: : 

“In particular, the Prime Min- 
isters hoped these principles 
(the ones in the Indian-Chinese 
agreement on Tibet) would be 
applied to the solutidn of the 
problems in Indochina, where a 
political settlement should aim 
at, the creation of free, demo- 
cratic and unified, independent 
states which should not be used 
for aggressive purposes or sub- 
jected to foreign intervention. 
This would lead to the growth of 
self confidence in these coun- 
tries as well as friendly rela- 
tions between them and their 
neighbors.” 3 

(The United Press said Chou 
told the Indian people in a 
broadcast today that the 960, 
000,000 population of India and 
China constitutes “a mighty 
force maintaining the peace of 
Asia and the world.”) 

The Chinese premier plans to 
spend two days in Rangoon for 
talks with Prime Minister U Nu 
before returning to Peiping. 

Chou climaxed his stay here 
by suggesting that Asian chiefs 
of state get together periodi- 
cally to work for peace and to 
evolve “mutual respect” pacts 
similar to the one India had 
signed with China April 29 to 
govern relations with Commu- 
nist-occupied Tibet.

Rejects Notion Moscow 


Can’t Be Trusted, Says 
War Would Leave 
West Victors on ‘Heap 
of Ruins.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
Minister Churchill 


Urging a “patient, cool friend- 


ly examination” of Russia's in- 
tentions, he rejected the notion 
advanced by many American 


officials that the Russians can- 
not be trusted and will not co- 
operate with peaceful efforts. 


Churchill also intimated, in a 


series of question and answer 
comments at a press luncheon, 
that Britain’s position on crea- 


tion of a Southeast Asia security 
pact is that no such. pact should 
be negotiated in fact beforé 
the outcome of French peace 
talks with the Communists is 
known—late next month. 


Locarno Concept. 


Furthermore, Churchill re- 
affirmed his strong belief in 
what he has called the “master 
of the Locarno treaty 
which Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden has sug- 
gested as a kind of pattern for 
a Southeast Asian non-aggres- 
sion system. 

Churchill said the great dif- 
ference between a Locarno set 
of guarantees today and those 
which collapsed under Hitler's 
assaults was that the United 
States would be a member. 

The 79-year-old statesman 
clearly was most stirred, among 
all the questions put to him, by 
one about the possibilities of 
peaceful co-existence with Rus- 
sia. 


“This is a question which goes 
really to the heart of the mat- 
ter,” he said, dropping the 
humorous vein in which he had 
spoken up to that time. ' 


“I am of the opinion that we 
ought to have a try for peace- 
ful co-existence — a real good 
try for it—although anyone can 
— it doesn’t solve all the prob- 
ems.“ 


25-Year Trial Period. 


Churchill suggested that 
peaceful co-existence for a nume 
ber of years — he later men- 
tioned a quarter of a century— 
could improve the prospects of 
solving the deep and critical 
problems in which the world 
now finds itself. 


Jam most anxious,” he went 
on, “that the real mood of the 
people of Russia should be 
known and every opportunity 
given for its expression.” 


The people of Russia, he said, 
have had 4 “rough time” in the 
Twentieth Century and “I have 
a sort ot feeling — I may be 
wrong — that there must be a 
very great wish in Russia to 
have better times.” 


He went on to enumerate- 
ways in which Soviet life could 
be made richer by the intro- 
duction of some of the world’s 
new wealth—presumably a ref- 
erence to industrial production 
—with the people getting more 
to eat, more houses and even, 
he said, more “cinemas, more 
television, more football pools.” 


“So I would like to make 
quite sure,” Churchill said, “that 
the Russian people would ‘not 
feel that they might gain far 
more by a quarter century of 
peaceful development in their 
own country than by pushing 
matters to a point... to a situ- 
ation which baffled the human 
imagination.” 


Ruinous Victory. 


In the event that this situation 
came to the full and ultimate 
terror of a new world war, 
Churchill said, he was sure that 
„we —the western peoples —~ 
would emerge victorious. 


But then he added in a voice 
tense and heavy with emotion: 
“Victorious on a heap of ruins.”

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Business Men Getting Reluctant 
To Serve in Government After 
Stevens Case, Survey Shows 


Fortune Magazine Queries 107 Executives 
—58 Fully Satisfied With Eisenhower 
But Only 27 Completely Willing to 
Take Job in Administration.

WASHINGTON. 


HERE is a growing reluctance among the nation’s business 
men to serve in the Eisenhower Administration and such 
developments as the Stevens-McCarthy hearings in particular 
and congressional investtgations in general are important factors 
in their hesitancy, Fortune Magazine says in July issue, out 


tomorrow. 


The magazine reports that it queried 107 leading business 
executives in 20 major cities around the country. Fifty-eight 
said they were unreservedly satisfied with the Eisenhower Admin- 


istration, 28 were sa but 


had mild reservations, 10 had 


serious reservations but still had hopes and only nine were 


definitely dissatisfied. 


However, when these same ex- 
ecutives were asked if they 
would be willing to serve in the 
Eisenhower Administration, it 
was a different story, the-maga- 
zine says. Only 27 said they were 
completely willing to serve in a 
government position. 

A good, short summation may 
be found in a reply from Saul 
A. Levine, vice president of the 
Colonial Tanning Co., Milwau- 
kee. Replied Levine: “After Ste- 
vens, are you kidding?” 

59 Would Not Serve. 

Statistically, 59 of the execu- 
tives said they could not or 
would not serve and of these 
nearly 30 per cent mentioned 
congressional investigations and 
the 36-day McCarthy-Army tele- 
vised hearing as factors in their 
attitude. Of 16 who said they 
would give a hand if they were 
pressured into it, half said that 
the McCarthy-Stevens row had 
made them gun-shy. Of the 27 
who were completely willing to 
serve, 15 per cent made known 
their awareness of investigations 
and the Stevens affair as haz- 
ards. 

“It was not that they feared, 
but that they could not work in 
that atmosphere,” Fortune says. 

There have been 17 important 
resignations by business men 
from high government positions 
in the last few months, Fortune 
says, and another exodus to pri- 
vate life is looked for before the 
year’s end. Few of these resig- 
nations appear to be policy 
breaks but “seem rather to be a 
sign of personal disinclination,” 
the magazine adds. Among the 
resignations was that of Kenton 
R. Cravens, who left as ad 
trator of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to return to 
banking in St. Louis after serv- 
ing here only 11 months. 

Looked On As Duty. 

Among those who would be 
willing to serve the Government, 
the duty motif runs strong, the 
magazine finds. As examples of 
this it cites the views of two. 
St. Louisans, Arthur Blumeyer, 
president of the Genera] Con- 
tract Corp., and Howard I. 
Young, president of the Ameri- 
can Zinc, Lead and Smelting 
Co., who has served in emerg- 
encies. 

Blumeyer says: 

“Nothing has transpired in 
Washington that should militate 
against service by business men 
in the Administration. I feel a 
good many business men would 
suffer personally and economi- 
cally if they did so, but I believe 
that service could very well be 
considered part of their duty 
to our Government and to our 


people. Once having accepted 


appointment in the Government, 
these men should be willing to 
have and should expect close 
scrutiny and investigation by the 
chosen representatives. of the 
le in Congress. But such

limits.” 
Would Serve Either Party.

The magazine adds that its 
findings suggest “that the Ad- 
ministration from now on will 
find it harder to locate business 
men who are able and willing to 
serve.“ 

Levine is not the only execu- 
tive who went on record with 
the magazine as to his being de- 


terred from government service 


by the activities of the junior 
Senator from Wisconsin and 
variations thereof. 

John W. Stokes, president of 
the Stokes Food Service, Inc., 
Watertown, Mass., said: 

“TI would hesitate to get into 
that mess. Take Secretary Ste- 
vens—a good man. Yet a fellow 
like McCarthy can make him 
look foolish.” 


Unidentified St. Louisan. 

An unidentified president of 
an electrical equipment com- 
pany in St. Louis is quoted as 
saying: “If they have any more 
of that McCarthy business, it’s 
going to get tougher and tough- 
er for them to get anybody to 
serve.” 


From the president of a fi- 
nancial company in Charlotte, 
N.C., came this reply: 

“How can you expect a busi- 
ness man to hold his own when 
he is drawn into a hearing, 
cross-examined and embar- 
rassed by a panel of expert poli- 
ticians? That sort of thing is 


minis- making it difficult to get good 


men, and causing the loss of 
some they have.“ 

Fortune found one executive 
quite enthusiastic about McCar- 


thy. , 

“I’m the kind that wants to 
take a loyalty oath four times 
before breakfast every morn- 
ing,” he commented.

Besides McCarthy, the busi- 
ness men had other reasons for 
not wanting to come to Wash- 
ington. These; Fortune says, in- 
cluded financial sacrifice and 
objections to bureaucratic pro- 
cedures. One executive couldn’t 
stand the idea of “six carbons 
of everything” and another dis- 
likes the “goldfish bowl aspects 
of Washington.” 

Despite hesitancy to serve 
and, perhaps, some defection, it 
appears quite unlikely that this 
“business man’s administration” 
is going to run out of business 
men in the foreseeable future. 

Fortune, answering affirma- 


it really is a “business man’s ad- 
ministration,” says that out of 
202 major Eisenhower appoint- 
ments in -eight Cabinet depart- 
ments, 83—or 41 per cent—were 
men who had spent more of 
their working years in business 

than in politics. 

The corresponding figure for 
the Truman administration, the 
magazine reports, was 36 out of 
168—or 21 per cent.

Do some of us believe that an tnquisitorial 
Senator really ought to have free access to all 
- Executive files? Do we believe that a civilian 
President should not have had the power to re- 
call a Gen. MacArthur? Do we believe that guar- 
antees such as that of the Fifth Amendment 
should not be in the Constitution since they get 
in the way of policemen, investigators and prose- 
cutors eager for headlines? 

There is evidence of such an attitude to be 
found today in the Senate—or at least of an 
irresponsible attitude which would pass along 
even the most frivolous proposals to the state 
legislatures. — 

So far in this session the Senate has approved 
four constitutional changes of questionable merit 
and it has voted down two others. There are 
more than 100 more in the hopper. 

The Bricker—or rather the George—Amend- 
ment was defeated by one vote. If finally 
adopted, it would have handcuffed the Presi- 
dent in the conduct of foreign policy. Yet Sen- 
ator Lennon of North Carolina says he has 
considerable support for reviving the issue. 

Somewhat more decisively defeated was Sen- 
ator Langer’s proposal to give the vote to 18 
year-olds. Some of the Senators apparently 
remembered that the Constitution empowers the 
states to determine the qualification of voters.

The Senate-approved amendments would: 


1. Limit the Supreme Court to nine Justices 
and set their retiring age at 75. 


2. Bar seizure of property by the President 
without previous congressional approval. 


3. Give women so-called Equal Rights—which 
sounds fine but which has pitfalls exposed by 
such groups as the League of Women Voters. 


4. Under the Knowland plan, have Governors 
fill vacancies in the House of Representatives 
in case Washington is hit by an H-bomb. 


One would ask long odds before wagering 
that these will be adopted. But their hasty ap- 
proval by the Senate is disturbing. Article V of 
the Constitution declares that an amendment 
shall be submitted only if it is deemed neces- 
sary. Senators Knowland and Dirksen, however, 
have announced a very different doctrine. They 
do not believe that the Senate should long 
weigh the merits of a proposed amendment. 
Instead, they say it should give the people an 
opportunity to express themselves.“ To his 
great credit, this view is challenged by Mis- 
souri’s Senator Hennings: 


Is the Senate to be merely a conduit, so 
to speak, or a channel through which vari- 
ous’ attempts to amend the Constitution 
of the United States are to be funneled so 
that they may be submitted to the state 
legislatures, or does the Senate have the 
solemn and definite constitutional responsi- 
bility to weigh and to determine whether 
an amendment should be submitted to the 
states?

Now, the introduction of constitutional amend- 


ments is an old congressional game. Confronted 
by a constituent’s eccentric proposal, a Senator 
could always frame it as an amendment, feeling 
sure that nothing would come of it and that 
everybody’ would be happy. But in this session 
amendments are cqming up for consideration.

The Senate may yet hear proposals to*repeal 
the income tax, to limit government expendi- 
tures, to forbid the use of federal funds for 
“general welfare” purposes, to broaden the defi- 
nition of treason, and to reduce the senatorial 
representation of some states—even though the 
Constitution decrees that on this one point of 
equal representation in the Senate it may not 
be amended. 


As indicated by the close vote on the Bricker 
Amendment, one or another of these proposals 
may yet be put up to the state legislatures. And 
in this time of conformity, alarm and lack of 
understanding of the fundamentals of American 
freedom, it is almost a certainty that legislatures 
would display even less discretion than the 
Senate. Again as the Bricker Amendment has 
shown, this is a time which may be seized on 
by the short-thinkers and the mischief-makers. 


Fortunately, the amending process is not one 
which can be rushed through in the dark of 
a night. It makes one appreciate the wisdom of 
those Founding Fathers who today are too little 
understood by some in the Senate.

There is a mighty strange inconsistency in 
Washington—and the country—these days. ‘Goat 
is to praise President Eisenhower, as te deserves 
to be, for standing firm on flexible price sup- 
ports for farm products, and to apologize for 
his cave-in on three-year reciprocal trade legis- 
lation. This latter legislation was designed to 
expand our foreign trade at a time when the 
Soviets are going out for all the foreign trade 
they can get. 


This apology takes the form of saying that 
President Eisenhower could not get a bill to en- 
large the reciprocal trade program through his 
party in Congress. How can that be said when 
he did not even try? The apology also cites the 
45-to-32 vote against the Gore three-year renew- 
al as evidence that the full strength for the 
three-year renewal was not enough. But how 
can that be said when the President did not 
even ask Republican Senators to support his 
March 30 appeal? 


Had the President applied just a little pressure 
in behalf of passing his original three-year 
renewal proposal all the way from 10 to 30 Re- 
publicans would have voted to uphold him. It 
would have taken a change of only seven Repub- 
lican votes, added to the 32 Democratic votes, to 
send the Eisenhawer proposal to the House. The 
only conclusion possible is that the President 
surrendered without firing a shot.

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The Annual Water Shortage 
St. Louis County Water Co.’s glowing prom- 
ises of last fall have evaporated with the arrival 
of the first warm spell. Once again the system 
has proved itself inadequate to meet demands. 


Once again the company offers the same old 
excuse—that it underestimated prospective con- 
sumption and so failed to plan and build the 
facilities necessary to serve its customers. If 
this were the first time the utility had been 
caught short, there might be less cause for 
complaint. 

But the company of late has been consistently 
wrong in its estimates of future consumption. 
Moreover, the errors always have been in the 
company’s favor. That is, it consistently under- 
estimates and underbuilds, never overestimates 
and overbuilds. It would be a pleasant change 
if for once the company erred in favor of the 
consumer. 

The responsibility for the present shortage 
rests jointly upon the water company and county 
officials. Water is essential for fighting fires 
and for sanitation, as well as for drinking, bath- 
ing and sprinkling of lawns, and county officials 
have a duty to see that the water company serves 
the public interest. It is the water company’s 
job to keep ahead of the community’s needs, and 
it is the county officials’ job to see that the 
company does just that. 
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Example for St. Louis 
President Eisenhower's suggestion that the 
District of Columbia’s integration plan could 
serve as a model for other public school systems 
played an important part in the St. Louis School 

Board's approach to the same problem. 


As the St. Louis board reported when it made 
public its own plan for ending racial segrega- 
tion, the Washington program not only was care- 
fully studied; it was used to guide the formation 
of the St. Louis system’s three-stage plan. 


And so it is interesting to note that the Wash- 
ington program, now officially approved, pro- 
vides for dropping racial restrictions this Sep- 
tember for all children entering schools for the 
first time, including kindergarten and first 
grade. This is a year in advance of the time 
table set down for St. Louis. 


So long as St. Louis can begin in September 
to integrate its physically handicapped pupils, 
its deaf students and its mentally retarded 
youngsters—as it plans to—it surely can begin 
the school year with an unsegregated kinder- 
garten and first-grade. 

The District of Columbia plan alse provides 
a faster time table for integration of the capi- 
tal’s technical high schools. Partial integration 
at that level will be begun there this fall and 
will be completed in February. St. Louis does 
not plan even to begin the process with its two 
technical high schools until September 1955. 


At the July meeting, St. Louis School Board 
members ought to consider ordering the in- 
struction department to catch up with Wash- 
ington in these two respects. If Washington 
can do it so can St. Louis.

Danger in the Oppenheimer Ruling Between Book Ends

The decision of the Personnel Secur- 
ity Board on the Oppenheimer clear- 
ance case seems, on its face, absurd; 
and, in its implications, dangerous. 


The absurdity consists in asserting, 
without reservation, that Oppenheimer 
is a loyal citizen and has handled sec- 
ret information discreetly in the past, 
and themdescribing him as a “security 
risk,” not fit to receive secret informa- 
tion in the future. 

The direction in which Oppenheimer's 
political sympathies, his awareness of 
security dangers, 
and his personal 
associations have 
developed since 
1943, deprive this 
conclusion of logi- 
cal sense. 

The board argues 
that the security 
criteria have 
changed since 1943; 
but what must be 
measured in this 
case is not the 1954 
clearance regula- 
tions , against the 
ones used in 1943, 
but 10 years of 
actual performance in highly sensitive 
and responsible positions against the 
purpose of all such regulations—the 
safeguarding of the nation’s secrets.

loyalty” as the criterion in government 
clearance procedures. 


How Is He a ‘Risk’? 


It has been generally . that 
this was done with a clear and legiti- 
mate purpose: to be able to withhold 
persons from government employment 
who, while not disloyal, could conceiv- 
ably become dangerous sources of in- 
formation leaks because of personal 
characteristics (addiction to alcohol or 
narcotics, abnormal sexual habits, tend- 
ency to loose talk), or because of 
circumstances beyond their control 


(such as having close relatives in Com-. 


munist-ruled countries). 

In context, the term “security risk” 
obviously cannot be applied to Dr. 
Oppenheimer. He is not a drunkard, 


dope addict or pervert; he has no close 


relatives behind the Iron Curtain. 


As to any inclination toward loose 
talk, the Security Board has explicitly 
affirmed his exceptional discretion in 
handling secret information. 

The only way in which the term 
“security risk” can be used in the Op- 
penheimer case, is by widening its 
meaning far beyond its original scope.

It is in the highest national interest 
that, at every moment, the Government 
should find the highest qualified scien- 
tists in the country ready to give the 
benefit of their thinking, frankly and 
without fear that an erroneous or 
simply unpopular judgment may bring 
them, at some future time, into the 
predicament which the proceedings of 
the Security Board have brought upon 
Oppenheimer.

Ethel Mannin's latest novel tells the 
story of a sculptor, Tom Rowse, and his 
search for Love, Beauty and Truth. It 
is a search that leads him through ob- 
security and struggle to world renown 
and, following a sudden revelation, to 
the total renunciation of it. Tom tells 
his own story, as a legacy for his son, 
of how he came to learn that “the artist 
is only the lover under another name.” 


He describes his early years in Lon- 
don, his passion for working in wood 
and later in stone, his years as a strug- 
gling artist and anarchist in Paris and 
London, the influence of Blake’s poetry 
on his work, and his many love affairs. 

; He painfully recalls 
the one deep love 
of his life for Tan- 
sy, the beautiful,

Judge Edward J. McCullen, 
who retired trom the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals in 1951 after 
serving almost 20 years, died of 
heart disease yesterday at his 
home, 7365 Melrose avenue, Uni- 
versity City. He was 77 years 
old. 

A member of the Missouri bar 
since 1910, he was a former 
president of the Bar Association 
of St. Louis and a former vice 
president of the American Bar

FRANCIS CASADESUS DIES, 
WAS COMPOSER, CONDUCTOR 


PARIS, June 28 (AP)—Francis 
Casadesus, composer, conductor 
and dean of the celebrated Ca- 
sadeus family, died yesterday at 
a Paris hospital. He was 83 
years old. He had been under 
treatment for several weeks. 

Casadesus was born in Paris 
and studied under Cesar Frank. 
His first works, symphonic 
poems, were written and per- 
formed early in this century. His 
other compositions included 
opera, oratorio and many songs. 

As a conductor he was well 
known in most of the larger 
cities of France, in Italy and 
Russia. For seven years before 
the first world war, he served 
as music critic for the Paris 
newspaper L’Aurore. In 1921, 
Casadesus founded the Ameri- 
can Conservatory at Fontaine- 
bleau and remained its honorary 
director until his death. He was 
a vice president of the French 
Society of Authors, Composers 
and Editors of Music. 

Francis Casadesus’s brothers 
are Marius, violist and composer,

Prevention Needed

Y just a half-hour check-up in your home and garage, 
you may save your child's life, especially if he’s under 5. 
Accidents rank first ag the cause of death among 
children. In fact, up to the age of 24, accidents lead all 
other death causes. Among pre-school children from 1 to 5 
years old, accidents kill more often than do whooping 
cough, measles, polio, rheumatic fever, meningitis, tubercu- 
losis and diphtheria combined. 

Children from 2 to 3 years old have more serious 
accidents than any other age group. Oddly enough, child- 
hood accidents usually happen at home, not on playgrounds 
or streets, Most happen in the afternoon, to pre-school 


tots. Falls account for almost half of all childhood accidental 


deaths, and burns for about one-fifth. 

Poisoning is an important child-killer. North American 
children suffer four times as many poisonings as do British 
youngsters. Poisoning is almost entirely preventable by 
you parents, It’s worth your attention.

CHILDREN WILL PUT anything into their mouths. 
This particularly applies to pre-school tots. The trouble 
is that the things that kill them aren’t things you think 
to put out of reach. 

Aspirin, sleeping pills, and other medicines in the 
family medicine cabinet account for one third of pdison- 
ings in children under 5. You don’t usually think of as- 
pirin as a poison, For an adult, it isn’t. But a child dies 
from gulping down a bottle full of aspirin tablets. Surely 
you can put them ‘out of reach, along with sleeping capsules 
and unused portions of any other medicine. 

Kerosene and other petroleum products kill one-fourth 
of the pre-school children who die of poisoning. This ap- 
plies especially in the South, where kerosene bottles and 
cans sit around. It’s a common fuel oil for low-income 
families in that region. In fact, kerosene poisoning is one 
reason why the United States has so many more accidental 
child poisonings than Great Britain. If it’s reachable, chil- 
dren may drink kerosene. Some do, and die. Gasoline for

Delinquency Tests for First Graders 


New York Group Experiments With Method of Predicting Future Conduct of 6-Year-Olds

NEW YORK, June 28. 

OR the past year and one- 

half, the New York City 

Youth Board has been quietly 
conducting an unusual experi- 
ment that may in the not too 
distant future be the basis for 
an all-out, nation-wide attack on 
the problem of juvenile delin- 
quency. 
The experiment, now being 
carried on in two Bronx public 
schools, indicates that it may be 
possible to spot potential delin- 
quents as early as the first grade 
af school and, by so doing, re- 
verse or arrest tendencies that, 
if allowed to run their course, 
lead down the road that ends in 
true delinquency. 


In November of 1952, while 
juvenile delinquency was on the 
way up to the all-time national 
peak reached in 1953, the experi- 
ment began with 223 boys who 
entered the first grade classes of 
the two Bronx schools the previ- 
ous September. 

Using “prediction” methods, 
originally developed by Dr. Shel- 
don Glueck, professor of crimi- 
nal law at Harvard law school, 
and his wife, Dr. Eleanor 
Glueck, trained social workers of 
the Youth Board set out to inter- 
view the families of the bays in 
the experiment. The families 
were not told the exact purpose 
of the interviews but were al- 
lowed to assume that a call from 
a social worker was normal pro- 
cedure sometime during a young- 
ster’s first school year. 

Tactfully, the Youth Board 
workers questioned and chatted 
with the parents of each of the 
223 boys until they felt they had 
satisfactory information on five 
principal factors. 

They wanted to know what 
type of discipline the parents 
exerted over their son. Was the 
father’s discipline over-strict, 
comtinuous or erratic? Was it 
the ideal, firm but kindly? Was 
mother’s supervision fair and 
close? 

How about the boy’s affection 
for his parents? 

What about the father’s affec- 
tion for his son? Was it hostile 
or warm, indifferent or over- 
protective? 

What about mother’s affection

HE Youth Board researchers 

weren't interested in hous- 

ing conditions, family fi- 
nances and other factors that 
may affect juvenile delinquency. 
For the present experiment, the 
family relationship would be 
considered a sufficient basis for 
a prediction of future delin- 
quency. 


With the findings of the social 
workers closely analyzed and 
scored according to the weight 
placed on each of the five fac- 
tors, 71 of the 223 boys were 
given a “potential delinquent” 
rating. The researchers found 
that this, amazingly, closely par- 
alleled the known delinquency 
rates for older children in the 
areas where the: two schools 
are located. 


Although youngsters usually 
do not show deliquent tenden- 
cies until somewhere around the 
age of 8, one 7-year-old rated 
as a possible future delinquent 
has already run away from home 
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and stayed out all night on three 
different ocasions; another 
“possible” is definitely incor- 
rigible in school; and another, 
just past 7 years of age, is 
thought to be a potential fire“ 
bug,” having set two fires. 

“If we find the tables used in 
the present experiment to be 
reasonably accurate through our 
Bronx studies,” Dr. Ralph W. 
Whelan, executive director of 
the Youth Board, explained, “we 
will have a predictive tool which 
can easily be applied to large 
numbers of children. It will thus 
be possible to locate potential 
delinquents long before they be- 
come overt problems. Treatment 
can then be applied to eliminate 
the conditions which are caus- 
ing the delinquent behavior to 
develop.” 

The original Glueck predic- 
tion tables were developed by 
close study in Boston and vicin- 
ity of the careers of delinquent 
boys and comparison with sim- 
ilar information about a group 
of non-delinquent boys, who 
were closely matched, boy for 
boy, as to their general char- 
acteristics.

R. WHELAN pointed out

periment is the first time 
the Glueck tables have been sys- 
tematically applied to children 
entering school. The two schools 
in the Bronx, figuring in the 
present experiment are in simi- 
lar neighborhoods, both on a 
comparatively low economic 
level, with declining populations 
and rapid population turnovers. 
Both feel the encroachment of 
industry and neither neighbor- 
hood has supervised playstreets 
or playgrounds. 

The first phase of the study 
to pinpoint pre-delinquency has 
now been completed. Although 
the boys whom the “prediction” 
tables identified as potential de- 
linquents tre known to the 
workers in the experiment, the 
boys of course do not know that 
they have been rated as possible 
future bad eggs. Neither do their 
teachers or parents know that 
they have been singled out. 

In the second phase of the 
Bronx experiment, all children 
regardless of predictions, will be 
closely studied to ascertain 
whether they actually show de- 
linquent tendencies or behavior 
in the next few years. But in 
only one school will treatment 
by casework, child guidance, 
family service and other meth- 
ods be attempted. 

“Two results are anticipated 
from the continuing work of 
the next three or four years,” 
Dr. Whelan said. “The follow-up 
of individual boys will indicate 
whether the tables are valid in 
predicting future delinquency, to 
the same degree as they have 
operated in the ‘retrospective’ 
studies. 

“Treatment of the ‘presump- 
tive’ delinquents in only one of 
the schools will make it possible 
to test the effect of the treat- 
ment methods, for it will then 
be possible to compare the. treat- 
ed and non-treated groups. The 
comparisons will show whether 
there are any differences in 
their later behavior, with and 
without treatment.” 

Although there have been two 
prior tests of the Glueck tables, 
these tests were applied to chil- 
dreen already known to be de- 
linquent. The Bronx test is the 
first in the world, it is believed, 
to take young Johnny at the 
early age of six and attempt to 
predict his future conduct.
